Area  coin  dealer 
held  on  charges 
of  deceptive  sales 

EATONTOWN  —  A  borough  coin  -shop 
operator  who  allegedly  misrepresented  the 
value  of  the  coin  and  stamp  collections  he 
sold  is  in  the  Monmouth  County  Jail  on 
charges  of  theft  by  deception. 

Donald  Muniz,  35,  proprietor  of  the  Uni¬ 
versal  Coin  Exchange,  formerly  the  East 
Coast  Coin  Exchange,  264  Route  35,  is  being 
held  in  5150,000  bail  following  his  arrest. 
Friday  by  county  and  borough  detectives.  He 
allegedly  sold  a  stamp  collection  worth  ap¬ 
proximately  52,500  to  a  customer  for  560,000 
after  misrepresenting  the  collection’s  value. 
Last  October,  he  allegedly  sold  a  doctor  gold 
coins  for  590,000.  The  physician  later  learned 
they  were  worth  520,000,  according  to  Mon¬ 
mouth  County  Prosecutor  Alexander  D.  Leh- 
rer. 

The  Muniz  operation  had  been  under 
investigation  for  the  past  six  months,  accord¬ 
ing  to  Lehrer.  Lehrer  said  the  probe  was 
started  after  Joan  Litwin,  director  of  the 
Monmouth  County  Consumer  Affairs  Office, 


brought  a  number  of  complaints  about  the 
coin  shop  to  his  attention. 

Jack  Polioway,  director  of  special  prose¬ 
cutions  for  the  prosecutor’s  office,  instructed 
the  buyers  of  the  stamp  and  coin  collections 
to  have  them  appraised  in  New  York.  Muniz, 
who  lives  on  Cedar  Avenue,  Long  Branch, 
was  arrested  by  Conuty  Detective  Robert 
Frabizio  and  borough  Detective  Kenneth 
Phillips  as  soon  as  the  appraisal  results  were 
received,  Lehrer  said. 

Lehrer  said  he  believes  there  were  othei 
“incidents  of  similar  character”  at  the  shop, 
and  he  said  disgruntled  customers  can  call 
Polioway  in  the  prosecutor’s  office  in  Free¬ 
hold.

EATONTOWN  —  Donald  Muniz,  who  al¬ 
legedly  misrepresented  the  value  of  coin  and 
stamp  collections  to  customers,  is  the  owner 
of  the  East  Coast  Coin  Exchange. 

The  Asbury  Park  Press  incorrectly  re¬ 
ported  yesterday  that  Muniz  is  the  proprietor 
of  the  Universal  Coin  Exchange.  The  Mon¬ 
mouth  County  Prosecutor’s  Office  said  none 
of  Muniz’  alleged  victims  dealt  with  Univer¬ 
sal.

November  Meeting 

Our  guest  speaker,  Rhonda  Kahn 
was  first  on  the  agenda  this  evening. 
Rhonda  is  the  Coordinator  for  the  nu¬ 
mismatic  exhibition  that  is  being  put 
together  for  display  at  the  Jewish 
Museum.  The  Guest  Curator  in 
charge  of  this  exhibition  is  Yaakov 
Meshorer. 

Ms.  Kahn  pointed  out  the  difficulties 
in  putting  together  an  exhibit  of  this 
sort  so  that  it  has  broad  appeal  to 
the  layman,  as  well  as  the  advanced 
numismatist.  With  the  expert  assis¬ 
tance  of  people  such  as  David  Hen- 
den  and  Bob  Schonwalter,  the  exhibi¬ 
tion  has  shaped  into  something  that 
should  have  this  broad  appeal. 

The  target  date  for  opening  this 
exhibit  is  mid-april  1980.  If  this  open¬ 
ing  date  holds,  it  would  be  an  excel¬ 
lent  side  trip  for  the  many  visitors 
to  the  A.I.N.A.  Convention.  Bear  in 
mind,  however,  that  the  museum  is 
closed  on  Friday  and  Saturday. 

Exhibiton  and  commentary  tonight 
had  Andy  Rosenblum  showing  us 
the  newly  issued  Israel-Mexico  med¬ 
al  designed  by  Chagall  that  is  not  be¬ 
ing  handled  by  I.G.C.  &  M.  Art  Liv¬ 
ingston,  having  been  moved  by  the 
speculation  that  Colubus  was  Jewish, 
brought  in  a  very  interesting  collec¬ 
tion  of  material  from  the  1892  Colum¬ 
bian  Exposition.  Included  was  the 
Isabella  quarter,  a  lady  who  was 
deeply  involved  in  Jewish  history, 
and,  as  Art  pointed  out,  a  real  woman 
who  beat  Susan  B.  Anthony  to  a  U  S. 
coin  by  a  good  many  years.  As  usual, 
Bob  Schonwalter  had  some  ancient 
coins  with  him.  One  of  them  was  a 
beautiful  gold  piece  issued  by  Ptole¬ 
my  III  in  the  Holy  Land  (either  Acre 
or  Jaffa).  Bob  also  showed  us  a  Noah 
coin.  Paul  Drucker  displayed  several 
tokens  commemorating  various  Syn¬ 
agogues.  Jack  Chimtz  showed  us  two 
items:  the  first  one  was  a  medal 
sculpted  by  Jacques  Lipschutz  en¬ 
titled  "Tree  of  Life"  and  the  other  ob¬ 
ject  was  a  vase  that  he  found  in  the 
trash  while  he  was  in  Israel.  The  vase 
appears  very  old,  but  there  are  no 
markings  on  it.  Perhaps  someone  can 
help  Jack  find  out  about  his  "find. 

We  were  all  quite  shocked  to  learn 
tonight,  before  the  meeting  began, 
that  a  long  time  member.  Martin

A  committee  meeting  was  held  on 
December  13,  1979  regarding  a 
N.J.I.N.A.  Educational  Seminar  to  be 
held  sometime  next  Fall.  It  was  decid¬ 
ed,  at  that  meeting,  to  try  and  walk 
before  we  run.  What  do  we  mean  by 
that7  Before  we  plan  a  full  fledged 
several  day  affair,  we  are  going  to  put 
together  a  one  day  program  for  April. 
We  will  be  doing  a  program  on  the 
Holocaust  on  April  20th,  plans  to  be 
announced.  Our  General  Chairman 
wil  be  Phil  Newman,  and  represent¬ 
ing  each  of  the  four  clubs  will  be:  N.J. 
-Carl  Rosenblum,  N.N.J.-  Robert 
Webber,  C.J.  -  David  Paszamant,  and 
S.J.  -  Ed  Adelman.  We  will  keep  you 
ad'/ised  as  plans  develop  for  this  af¬ 
fair. 

Exhibition  and  commentary  tonight 
was  kicked  off  by  Robbie  Bruck  show¬ 
ing  us  a  collection  of  Israeli  Hannukka 
coins.  Bob  Leonard  showed  us  a 
French  five  franc  coin  with  a  Noah's 
Ark  mint  mark.  Bob  also  pointed  out 
that  an  article  in  the  most  recent  is¬ 
sue  of  the  Shekel  pointed  out  a  num¬ 
ber  of  coins  that  had  been  in  use  in 
Palestine;  Bob  brought  with  him  a 
French  gold  Napoleon,  which  is  one 
of  the  coins  mentioned  in  the  article. 
Milton  Kleinman  brought  in  two  very 
interesting  artifacts.  One  was  a  silver 
menorah  that  he  obtained  in  Israel. 
A  very  unusual  feature  about  this 
menorah  is  that  it  has  holders  for  two 
Shamos,  so  that  it  can  be  used  for 
Shabbos  candles  as  well.  This  men¬ 
orah  apparently  originated  from  Cen¬ 
tral  Poland,  sometime  in  the  19th  cen¬ 
tury.  The  other  article  was  a  charity 
pushka  that  looked  like  Rachel's 
Tomb.  An  inscription  on  it  reads: 
"Charity  Saves  you  from  Death. 
David  Stollak  brought  in  a  newspaper 
look  alike  publication  put  out  by  the 
Anti-Defamation  League  that  was 
entitled:  "The  Holocaust  in  History." 
This  is  a  record,  in  newspaper  form, 
of  various  articles  that  appeared  in 
newspapers  that  traces  the  repres¬ 
sive  measures  and  eventual  attempt¬ 
ed  destruction  of  the  Jews  as  per-

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The  Horse  Head  Coppers  of  N.J. 


The  island  that  is  now  known  as 
Manhattan  was  purchased  from  the 
Indians  for  $24  which  may  not  seem 
like  a  bargain  when  you  consider 
that  the  entire  state  of  New  Jersey 
was  sold  for  10  shillings  (about 
$1.40). 

The  deal  was  consumated  in  1664 
when  The  Duke  of  York,  brother  of 
King  Charles  II  delivered  the  deed  to 
Lord  John  Berkeley  and  Sir  George 
Cartaret.  The  colony  of  Nova  Ceas- 
area,  or  New  Jersey,  became  a  real¬ 
ity  four  years  later  when  the  first  leg¬ 
islative  assembly  convened  May 
26,  1668. 

In  1681,  Mark  Newbie  came  to 
New  Jersey  from  London  after  having 
spent  some  time  in  Dublin.  He 
brought  with  him  a  large  quantity  of 
coppers  from  Ireland  and  shortly 
after  his  arrival  he  established  the 
first  bank  in  New  Jersey,  if  not  the 
first  in  America.  His  bank  in  New¬ 
ton,  in  Gloucester  County,  acquired 
the  authority  to  circulate  what  was 
known  as  '  Patrick’s  Half  Pence’’ 
that  took  its  place  with  the  pine  and 
oak  tree  shillings  of  New  England 
and  Spanish  silver  coin  along  with  the 
English  coin  that  had  been  brought 
over  by  the  settlers  from  the  Mother 
country. 

This  monetary  melange  served  the 
settlers  for  over  a  century  until  on 
June  1,  1786,  the  New  Jersey  Legis¬ 
lature  enacted  a  law  providing  for 
the  production  of  3,000,000  copper 
coins  that  were  to  “pass  current  at 
15  to  the  shilling  to  be  minted  by  not 
later  than  June  of  1 788.’’  The  contrac¬ 
tors  were  “to  deliver  to  the  treasurer 
one  tenth  part  of  the  full  sum  they 
shall  strike  and  coin  on  a  quarterly 
basis.” 

The  legislation  did  not  come  about 
without  considerable  maneuvering 
by  Mathias  Ogden,  a  Revolutionary 
War  hero  of  Elizabethtown  (now  Eliz¬ 
abeth,  N.J).  Ogden,  a  member  of  the 
New  Jersey  legislative  council  seems 
to  be  the  key  figure  in  the  promotion 
of  the  legislation  as  outlined  in  “Pro¬ 
ceedings  Of  the  New  Jersey  Histori¬ 
cal  Society"  (July  1951,  pp  223ff)  by 
Damon  G.  Douglas). 

Douglas  points  out  that  Mathias 
Ogden  had  introduced  a  bill  to  estab¬ 
lish  a  copper  coinage  in  March  of 
1786,  a  bill  that  was  unanimously 
passed  by  the  council  only  to  be  re-

jected  by  the  Assembly  when  opposi¬ 
tion  led  by  Daniel  Marsh,  one  of  three 
Essex  County  Assemblymen  scuttled 
the  legislation. 

Ogden  had  to  contract  to  trans¬ 
port  mail  between  New  York  and 
Philadelphia  on  a  stage  line  in  which 
he  had  a  part  interest.  Daniel  Marsh 
had  just  started  a  new  stage  line  over 
the  same  route  in  January.  By  the 
time  the  legislature  met  in  June,  Og¬ 
den  had  divested  himself  of  all  inter¬ 
est  in  the  stage  line  and  had  the  con¬ 
tract  to  carry  the  mail  transferred  to 
the  line  in  which  Marsh  was  a  partner. 

Marsh  had  been  appointed  as  one 
of  a  committee  of  four  to  confer  with 
a  trio  of  Englishmen  petitioning  for  a 
contract  to  produce  the  states  coins. 
When  the  bill  reached  the  floor  June 
first  both  Ogden  and  Marsh  voted 
"aye"  and  Walter  Mould,  Albion  Cox 
and  Arthur  Goadsby  were  awarded 
the  contract  to  produce  the  copper 
coins  that  were  to  weight  "six  penny 
weights  and  six  grams"  (126  grains). 

As  luck  would  have  it,  Daniel  Marsh 
just  happened  to  own  a  saw  mill  and 
a  grist  mill  on  the  south  bank  of  the 
Rahway  River  on  the  east  side  of 
what  is  now  known  as  St.  George’s 
Avenue  in  Rahway,  N.J.,  which  he 
rented  to  the  trio  for  their  “mint"  and 
Ogden  posted  bond  for  the  comple¬ 
tion  of  the  contract. 

When  Walter  Mould  failed  to  con¬ 
tribute  his  share  in  setting  up  the  mint, 
Goadsby  and  Cox  petitioned  the  state 
to  produce  two  thirds  of  the  contract 
separately  and  their  petition  was 


granted  November  22,  1787. 

Walter  Mould  had  brought  with  him 
from  England  the  tools  of  his  trade 
and  some  dies  from  the  Wyone  Mint 
and  he  leased  the  home  of  John 
Cleave  Symes  on  the  left  side  of  Sus¬ 
sex  Avenue  about  a  mile  and  a  half 
north  of  the  Morristown  green.  The 
old  mansion  known  as  “Solitude,” 
built  in  1734  was  situated  in  a  sizable 
clearing  in  the  timberland. 

Goadsby  and  Cox  delivered  their 
first  quarterly  royalty  payment  to  the 
state  treasury  March  16,  1787  and  on 
May  8  the  treasury  acknowledged  the 
first  payment  of  coppers  by  Walter 
Mould. 

The  central  theme  of  the  Jersey 
cent  is  a  horse’s  head  over  a  plow 
with  the  inscription  "Nova  Caesarea” 
nova  meaning  new  and  Caesarea  be¬ 
ing  the  Roman  name  for  the  island  of 
45  square  miles  area  off  the  west 
coast  of  France.  The  Isle  of  Jersey 
was  once  governed  by  George  Car- 
tret,  who  became  New  Jersey’s  first 
governor. 

The  reverse  had  a  shield  and  the 
inscription  ”E  Pluibus  Unum”  (one 
composed  of  many)  which  had  been 
a  popular  phrase  dating  back  to  the 
Roman  Empire.  Walter  Mould  is  said 
to  have  brought  the  reverse  dies  with 
him  from  England.  The  slogan  was 
used  for  the  first  time  in  America  on 
the  New  Jersey  cent  and  it  was  prob¬ 
ably  no  coincidence  that  it  became 
the  slogan  on  our  first  national  coin¬ 
age  at  the  Philadelphia  mint  where 
Albion  Cox  became  the  first  assay 
officer. 

Dr.  Edward  Maris,  M.D.,  Philadel¬ 
phia,  a  corresponding  member  of 
the  American  Numismatic  and  Arche¬ 
ological  Society  is  the  recognized 
authority  on  the  Jersey  cents.  His 
’’Historic  Sketch  of  The  Coins  of  New 
Jersey”  printed  by  William  K.  Bellows 
in  Philadelphia  in  1881  outlines  the 
76  horse  heads  attributed  by  Dr.  Mar¬ 
is  with  a  photographic  plate  showing 
the  obverse  and  reverse  of  all  the 
known  specimens  up  to  that  time. 

The  sketch  by  Dr.  Maris  was  re¬ 
printed  in  1965  by  Kenneth  Morrison, 
a  numismatist  of  Metuchen,  N.J.  The 
sketch,  complete  with  photographic 
plate  is  still  available  from  Morrison 
for  $10.

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Canal  Notes

Those  who  lived  in  New  Jersey 
six  decades  ago  remember  the  old 
Morris  Canal  that  ran  through  the 
rolling  hills  of  North  Jersey,  from  the 
Delaware  River  at  Phillipsburg  to 
Jersey  City.  103  miles  away. 

It  was  only  55  miles  as  the  crow 
flies,  but  the  planners  had  to  take 
advantage  of  the  natural  terrain.  With 
10  locks  and  11  planes,  they  were 
able  to  raise  canal  boats  with  their  80- 
ton  loads  up  to  the  914-foot  level  at 
Powerville.  From  there  it  was  down¬ 
hill,  with  24  locks  and  1 1  planes  drop¬ 
ping  the  boats  to  sea  level  at  Jersey 
City.  The  name  of  the  game,  then  as 
now,  was  energy  —  and  ingenuity. 

Paul  Ginter  was  hunting  on  Sharps 
Mountain,  now  Summit  Hill,  nine 
miles  west  of  Mauch  Chunk,  Pa.,  in 
the  fall  of  1792.  He  discovered  a  de¬ 
posit  of  'stone  coal  as  anthracite 
was  then  called.  By  the  turn  of  the 
century,  coal  mining  had  blossomed 
into  a  growing  industry,  with  plenty 
of  customers  lining  up.  The  problem 
was  getting  it  from  the  mines  in  Penn¬ 
sylvania  to  the  consumers  in  Jersey 
City  and  New  York.  Hauling  it  by 
horse  and  wagon  through  the  winding 
roads  of  New  Jersey  was  impossible. 
If  anyone  came  up  with  an  answer,  a 
fortune  was  to  be  made. 

After  the  hunter  discovered  the 
coal,  a  fisherman  found  a  way  to 
transport  it  across  the  state. 

George  P.  McCulloch,  a  Morris¬ 
town  engineer,  while  fishing  at  Lake 
Hopatcong,  conceived  the  idea  of  a 
waterway  from  Phillipsburg  to  Jersey 
City.  The  water  under  him  could  be 
used  to  feed  the  waterway  and  sup¬ 
ply  power  to  lift  the  boats  over  the 
high  spots. 

McCulloch  consulted  an  English 
engineer,  James  Renwick,  who  put 
the  canal  on  paper  as  Major  Ephraim 
Beach  selected  the  route. 

On  Dec.  31,  1824,  a  charter  was 
granted  to  The  Morris  Canal  and 
Banking  Co.,  and  work  was  begun 
on  the  canal 

When  the  task  was  completed,  900 
canal  boats  using  1,300  mules  tra¬ 
versed  the  canal,  going  under  259

bridges,  over  45  culverts,  up  and 
down  23  incline  planes  and  through 
34  locks  to  deliver  80-ton  lots  of  coal, 
lumber,  ore,  pig  iron,  flour  —  even 
beer. 

The  most  popular  boat  was  the 
flagship  Katie  Kellogg,”  which  set 
out  on  the  10th  of  each  month  from 
Port  Delaware  with  $20,000  to  $30, 
000  in  gold  and  silver  coin  on  board  to 
pay  those  who  tended  the  locks  and 
planes  and  ran  the  company  stores 
along  the  route.  Not  one  coin  was 
ever  stolen. 

The  Morris  Canal  and  Banking  Co. 
issued  paper  money  in  denomina¬ 
tions  of  $1 ,  $2,  $5,  $10,  $20  and  $50, 
which  are  very  scarce  today.  The 
notes  are  most  popular  along  the 
former  canal  route  where  folks  cher¬ 
ish  them  as  a  memento  of  the  good 
old  days. 

Our  example,  a  $2  note,  is  payable 
to  Wm.  Pennington  or  the  bearer  with 
interest,  12  months  from  date  of 
issue,  which  was  Aug.  12,  1841  in 
this  case. 

The  state  seal  is  at  the  top  center, 
with  a  canal  view  and  railroad  view  at 
the  right.  The  left  shows  Mercury 
handing  Cybele  a  cornucopia  of 
coins,  as  designed  and  engraved 
by  Freeman  Rawdon  of  the  firm  of 
Rawdon,  Wright  and  Hatch  of  New 
York. 

“New  Jersey's  Money,"  a  compre¬ 
hensive  study  by  George  Wait  pub¬ 
lished  by  the  Newark  Museum  in 


1976,  lists  38  issues.  Ours  is  No.  970, 
a  rarity  4  valued  at  $20  in  1 976  It  may 
be  worth  $30-$40  now.

rence,  Mass,  has  photographically 
reproduced  the  Maris  sketch  “The 
Coins  of  New  Jersey”  with  the  photo¬ 
graphic  plate  and  some  additional 
information  by  Walter  Breen  who  has 
attributed  the  various  die  combina¬ 
tions  to  the  die  cutters.  Walter 
Mould's  Morristown  coins  are  iden¬ 
tified  as  being  struck  on  broad  plan- 
chets  with  the  letter  U  unusually  open 
and  shaped  like  a  horseshoe.  (64-t). 

The  appended  price  guide  in  the 
Quarterman  publication  includes  all 
the  new  varieties  since  Maris'  writing 
and  is  based  on  all  American  auctions 
from  1968  through  1972  with  an  edu¬ 
cated  guess  sufficing  where  no  sales 
have  been  recorded.  A  guesstimate 
of  4-C  and  7-E  of  which  only  three 
pieces  are  known  is  $2,000  for  a 
Good  specimen  or  $3,000  for  a  Very 
Good  piece.  The  common  coins  bring 
$25  to  $125  depending  on  condition. 

Since  all  the  dies  were  hand  tooled 
and  little  was  known  about  heat  treat¬ 
ing,  they  lasted  for  one,  six  or  a  thou¬ 
sand  impressions.  The  120  varieties 
come  from  the  pairing  of  76  obverses 
with  56  reverses. 

Some  of  the  most  popular  speci¬ 
mens  show  the  horse  head  to  resem¬ 
ble  a  camel  head,  a  fox  head  or  even 
a  serpent  head  (54-K)  the  latter  being 
struck  on  a  small  thin  planchet  of  light 
weight  that  is  thought  to  be  a  counter¬ 
feit  and  is  common.  Walter  Mould 
created  an  interesting  com  by  leaving 
out  the  second  U  in  Pluribus  making 
a  Pluribs  variety.  Arthur  Goadsby 
distinguished  himself  by  contributing 
the  only  three  horse  head  figures  that 
faced  to  the  left  M49,  50  and  51.  The 
M10  obverse  shows  the  plow  minus 
an  important  device,  the  coulter,  a 
blade  on  the  beam  of  the  plow  that 
cuts  the  sod  (rarity  6).  A  bridal  varie¬ 
ty  (Ml 8)  was  caused  by  a  die  crack 
which  extended  from  the  horses  nose 
to  his  neck  appearing  as  a  bridal. 

The  shields  that  occupv  the  reverse 


come  in  wide,  medium  and  narrow 
with  and  without  outlines  and  they 
come  in  short  and  stubby  to  long  and 
thin. 

Financially  the  venture  was  a  bomb 
for  the  principals.  Cox  went  to  debtors 
prison  for  money  he  owed  to  Benja¬ 
min  Dudley,  among  others.  Dudley, 
better  known  for  his  Nova  Constel- 
lactic  silver  made  some  dies  for  both 
the  Rahway  and  Morristown  mint. 
Cox  escaped  jail  and  fled  to  England. 
Goadsby  took  off  with  the  machinery 
and  equipment  from  the  Rahway  mint 
and  Ogden  got  a  bill  of  replevin  to 
seize  the  equipment  which  he  trans¬ 
ported  to  his  home  in  Elizabeth  where 
he  set  up  operation  in  a  room  behind 
the  kitchen.  Here  he  stamped  the  N.J. 
devices  over  anything  he  could  find, 
such  as  British  coins  and  coppers  of 
other  states  in  an  effort  to  complete 
the  contract  and  save  his  bond. 

Walter  Mould  fled  to  Ohio  and  the 
Morristown  Mint  equipment  was 
moved  to  Machin's  Mills  in  Newburg, 
N.Y.  where  the  Camel  head  varieties 
were  produced  (among  others)  with 
dies  by  James  F.  Atlee. 

The  Rahway  mint  was  demolished 
many  years  ago  to  make  way  for  a 
furniture  store.  The  New  Jersey  De¬ 
partment  of  Conservation  and  Eco¬ 
nomic  Development  erected  a  market 
in  1956  where  the  mint  stood.  “Soli¬ 
tude"  became  "Wheatsheaf  Tavern;” 
serving  travelers  on  the  busy  Sussex 
Turnpike,  gateway  to  North  Jersey 
and  Pennsylvania.  The  building  sur¬ 
vived  235  years  but  fell  to  progress 
and  the  bulldozer  when  it  was  leveled 
in  1969  for  a  housing  development 
whose  gateway  announces  “Wheat¬ 
sheaf  Farm.” 

The  New  Jersey  coppers  served 
the  early  settlers  for  many  years  until 
there  were  enough  U  S.  coppers  to 
go  around. 

An  inventory  of  the  property  of  the 
U.S.  Mint  in  Philadelphia  submitted 
by  the  mint  director  to  the  Secretary 
of  the  Treasury  in  1802  showed  “five 
striking  presses  with  machinery." 
The  fourth  of  these  five  presses  was 
obtained  from  Mrs.  Hannah  Ogden, 
widow  of  Mathias  Ogden,  for  the  sum 
of  $47.44  on  June  3,  1794. 

Albion  Cox  had  been  persuaded  to 
return  from  England  to  take  the  job 
as  first  assay  officer  at  the  new  na¬ 
tional  mint  when  it  started.  He  proba¬ 
bly  knew  where  there  was  a  coining 
press  for  sale  and  he  knew  the  ma¬ 
chine  well.  It  was  the  one  he  and 
Arthur  Goadsby  used  to  coin  the  New 
Jersey  cents. 
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Confederate  Currency  Still  Around

This  is  the  time  of  year  hunters 
take  to  the  woods  with  their  dogs  and 
guns.  I  do  a  lot  of  hunting  too  —  not 
for  partridge,  goose  or  quail,  but  for 
facts,  and  I  have  bagged  a  few  about 
Confederate  money. 

My  interest  was  piqued  with  the 
acquisition  of  a  $100  note  issued 
Nov.  27,  1862,  in  Richmond,  Va.  The 
copy  stated  that  "Six  months  after  the 
ratification  of  a  treaty  of  peace  be¬ 
tween  the  Confederate  States  and 
the  United  States  of  America  the  Con¬ 
federate  States  of  America  will  pay  to 
the  bearer  on  demand  One  Hundred 
Dollars  with  interest  at  2  cents  per 
day."  A  vignette  at  the  top  of  the  note 
showed  three  blacks  working  in  a 
cotton  field.  In  the  lower  left  was  a 
stern-looking  man,  and  on  the  right 
was  a  woman  in  a  cape  with  a  wreath 
in  her  left  hand. 

I  wanted  to  know  more  about  the 
note,  who  was  pictured,  was  it  genu¬ 
ine  and,  of  course,  was  it  rare  or  com¬ 
mon? 

The  Hackettstown  Coin  Club  came 
up  with  most  of  the  answers  in  a 
monograph  by  Arlie  R.  Slabaugh. 
Written  in  1958,  it  was  updated  in 
1961  as  the  "Centennial  Edition," 
marking  the  anniversary  of  the  war 
between  the  states. 

To  finance  the  war,  the  Confeder¬ 
ate  Congress  authorized  paper  mon¬ 
ey  be  issued  in  an  amount  not  to  ex¬ 
ceed  $1  million.  The  first  issue  of 
March  8,  1861,  issued  in  Montgom¬ 
ery,  Ala.,  was  printed  by  the  Nation¬ 
al  Banknote  Co.,  New  York,  and 
smuggled  into  the  South  by  Con¬ 
federate  sympathizers. 

The  Confederate  capital  was  shift¬ 
ed  to  Richmond,  Va.,  on  May  24, 
1861,  and  finance  operations  fol¬ 
lowed  to  the  new  location:  Notes 
dated  August  and  September  and 
printed  by  the  Southern  Bank  Note 
Co.,  the  American  Bank  Note  Com¬ 
pany's  southern  branch  in  New  Or¬ 
leans,  completed  the  first  issue. 

The  notes  issued  in  Montgomery 
are  the  very  rare  notes  with  the 
$1 ,000  bill  cataloged  at  $750  in  1961 . 

There  were  seven  issues,  totaling 
$2  billion,  which  were  worth  1 .6  cents 
each  by  Appomattox,  April  9,  1865. 

The  note  I  had  was  the  fourth  issue, 
dated  Nov.  27,  1862,  and  printed  by 
Keatinqe  and  Ball,  Columbia,  S.C. 


The  stern-looking  man  at  the  left  was 
John  C.  Calhoun,  pro-slavery  senator 
from  South  Carolina  who  served  as 
secretary  of  war  and  vice  president. 

Mr.  Calhoun  appears  on  only  one 
other  Confederate  note,  the  first  issue 
$1 ,000  note. 

The  woman  at  the  right  proved  to 
be  an  allegorical  figure  of  Columbia, 
while  the  field  workers  were  on  the 
first  $50  issue  and  no  other. 

The  date  of  issue,  serial  numbers 
and  signatures  were  all  hand  written 
in  ink,  and  the  blank  back  is  hand- 
stamped  “issued  from  Asst.  Treas. 
Off.  Jackson,  Miss.,  Jan.  1,  1863.”  In 
hand  is  "Interest  paid  to  Jan.  4,  1864" 
The  paper  looks  good  and  the  printing 
is  clean  and  clear,  an  odds-on  favor¬ 
ite  as  a  genuine  note. 

Millions  of  facsimiles  and  counter¬ 
feit  notes  were  printed  during  the  Civil 
War  and  later.  Between  March  12, 
1862  and  Aug.  1,  1863,  a  total  of 
1 ,564,045  notes  was  issued  by  a  prin¬ 
ter  with  the  inscription  on  the  bottom 
"Facsimile  Confederate  Note  —  Sold 
Wholesale  and  retail  by  S.C.  Upham, 
403  Chestnut  Street,  Philadelphia." 
Many  notes  were  passed  in  the  South 
after  the  disclaimer  was  torn  off. 
Notes  with  the  advertisement  intact 
are  scarce  today. 

You  may  discover  a  Confederate 
note  reprinted  in  the  early  1900s  ad¬ 
vertising  Dr.  Norse's  Indian  Root  Pills, 
or  you  may  chance  upon  any  number 
of  facsimiles  distributed  with  break¬ 
fast  cereals  in  1954.  The  legend  on 
the  back  of  these,  "Reprinted  in  USA 
1954,”  was  often  erased,  but  the 
printed  signatures  are  a  giveaway 


GOLD  CONFISCATION 
POWERS? 

Did  you  realize  that  the  Treasury 
Department  still  has  the  authority  to 
require  gold  coins,  gold  buillion  and 
gold  certificates  to  be  turned  in?  On 
Decembr  30,  1974  American  citi¬ 
zens  were  returned  the  right  to  own 
gold  when  changes  were  made  in  the 
Federal  Reserve  Act.  However,  one 
part  of  that  Act  was  overlooked  and  it 
reads  in  prt  —  "Whenever  in  the 
judgement  of  the  Secretary  of  the 
Treasury  such  action  is  necessary  to 
protect  the  currency  system  of  the 
Unied  States,  the  Secretary,  in  his 
discretion,  may  require  any  or  all 
individuals  ...  to  pay  and  deliver  to 
the  Treasurer  of  the  United  States 
any  or  all  gold  coins,  gold  buillion  and 
gold  certificates  owned  by  such  indivi¬ 
duals." 

It  s  rather  obvious  that  with  all  the 
interest  in  gold  these  days,  that  parti¬ 
cular  law  should  be  of  extreme  im¬ 
portance  to  collectors.  Two  Federal 
lawmakers  have  drafted  legislation  to 
have  that  section  of  the  Federal 
Reserve  Act  repealed.  Interesting, 
don’t  you  think?

ANA  Numismatic  Course 
Available

A  five-dollar  bill  these  days  doesn  t 
mean  very  much. 

But  David  W.  Couse  and  his  sister, 
Jody,  have  a  couple  of  the  green¬ 
backs  which  they  say  are  not  ordinary 
money. 

Their  five-dollar  bills  were  issued  in 
1 929  by  the  then  Asbury  Park  Nation¬ 
al  Bank  &  Trust  Company  of  which 
their  grandfather,  William  J.  Couse, 
was  chief  officer.  That's  where  their 
real  value  lies,  according  to  the  pair. 

Their  grandfather  was  president  of 
the  bank  from  the  time  it  opened  in 
191 1  until  1943.  Asbury  Park  National 
was  the  precursor  of  the  First  Mer¬ 
chants  National,  which  has  been  ac¬ 
quired  by  Midlantic  Banks,  Inc. 

Unlike  other  greenbacks  that  have 
lost  much  of  their  value  to  inflation, 
the  locally  issued  bills  have  actually 
appreciated,  say  the  Couses.  “They'¬ 
re  valuable  as  collectors'  items  and  I 
can  probably  sell  them  for  a  good 
sum,”  says  Couse. 

But  David  and  Jody  are  not  parting 
with  their  bills,  for  sentimental  rea¬ 
sons. 

THE  COUSES’  PAPER  MONEY 

carries  a  name  which  the  brother  and 
sister  say  they  take  great  pride  in. 

“To  me  they  are  pices  of  history,” 
says  Couse,  29,  who  went  to  Neptune 
High  School. 

He  and  his  sister  live  here  and  both 
work  as  computer  operators  for  NCR 
in  Cranbury  Township. 

His  grandfather’s  term  with  the 
bank  spanned  the  period  through 
World  War  I,  the  Depression  and 
World  War  II,  note  the  brother  and 
sister.  Their  father,  also  named  Wil¬ 
liam  J.  Couse,  worked  for  many  years 
as  a  radio  announcer  for  WJLK. 

David  was  only  7  when  his  grand¬ 
father  died,  and  he  can  only  recal 
vague  images  of  him.  What  his  grand¬ 
father  was  really  like  is  told  from  peo¬ 
ple  who  knew  the  late  banker.  They  ‘ 
tell  about  the  elder  Couse’s  generos¬ 
ity,  especially  to  the  needy. 

“He  was  also  a  humble  man,"  says 
young  Couse.  Although  he  was  presi¬ 
dent  of  a  bank  and  made  a  lot  of  mon¬ 
ey,  he  adds,  he  didn’t  feel  it  was  be¬ 
neath  him  to  run  a  concession  on  the 
Boardwalk.”  He  operated  soda  and 
candy  booths  on  the  Asbury  Park 
Boardwalk,  says  David,  “so  he  could 
give  some  people  jobs."

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How  Much  Are  U.S.  Gold  Coins  Worth?

If  you  were  to  sell  your  $20  gold 
Double  Eagle  coin,  what  should 
you  get  for  it? 

U.S.  gold  coins  are  not  tied  to 
the  price  of  gold.  They  usually 
command  a  premium  over  the 
spot  price  of  gold,  but  if  you  know 
what  your  coins  are  worth  for 
their  gold  value  you  will  have  a 
yardstick  to  measure  with. 

Your  $20  gold  piece  weighs 
1.0750  ounces,  Troy  weight.  The 
coin  contains  10  percent  copper  to 
make  it  harder.  This  makes  the 
coin  21.6  karats.  Deduct  10  percent 
from  the  gross  weight,  and  you 
will  have  the  weight  in  pure  24 


karat  gold,  or  .9675.  To  take  an  ar¬ 
bitrary  figure  like  $800  per  ounce 
of  gold,  multiply  .9675  by  800  and 
you  have  $774.  Regardless  of  the 
condition  of  the  coin,  it  is  still 
worth  $774. 

A  $10  gold  coin  weighs  .5375. 
Deduct  10  percent  and  you  get 
.4838,  which  you  can  multiply  by 
the  price  of  an  ounce  of  gold.  At 
$800  an  ounce,  your  coin  has  $387 
worth  of  24-karat  gold. 

The  $5  gold  piece  has  $193  va¬ 
lue  by  the  same  formula  —  .26875 
less  10  percent  (.2419)  multiplied 
by  $800. 

The  17-millimeter  gold  $2.50 


weighs  .1343.  Deduct  10  percent 
and  you  have  .1209  Troy  ounces  of 
pure  gold.  At  $800  an  ounce,  it  is 
worth  $96.72. 

Gold  plummeted  $140  per  ounce 
Jan.  21.  It  rises  and  falls  like  a  Yo- 
Yo,  but  the  gold  content  in  your 

U.S.  coin  remains  the  same.  To 
figure  its  value,  use  the  formula 
any  day. 

If  your  coins  are  choice  speci¬ 
mens  with  few  bag  marks  they 
will  command  a  premium.  If  they 
are  rare  and  scarce  dates  they 
are  worth  more.  Indian  Head  gold 
coins  are  worth  more  because 
fewer  were  minted.
